The Westde utachc yiuchtlingsatimae , 
published by the Communist' cover organisation "Working Committee on the First 
West German Fugitives*; Congress 1 ®, and the SEB -slanted D eutsche Woehe have been 
printed by the Fmldaer Verlagsanstalt since the summer ..of this year* Also 
appearing from, there are the pamphlets of the Communist Bundestag member Gertrud 
Strohfe&eh, “The • Truth About Essence Bloody Sunday," and. "The Truth About the 
DDR," published by the Communist cover organisation "Socialist Action*" 

The C--mmmistMl.Tjfluenced "Working Circle for German Agreement on a Just Peace 
Treaty" "has the Paldaer Verl&gsanstalt print its pamphlets, "The German People 
Give the Verdict .--for a Peace Treaty — Against a General Treaty,/* and “Call 
to the People of the Federal Republic," also its weekly report *- 

The monthly Qffene W orte zm. Zeit gesch ehen ("Plain Talk for the Times"), published 
by a similarly named house in l^XiTTHcheri solle raring 2-10), and the Par iamentar is che 
Rundschau, both camouflaged Communist, are printed in the Fuldaer Verlagsanstalt .
